SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording known as Tape One is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the fact that the publication promotes and supports the use 
of urine in association with sexual conduct and promotes and supports acts of torture 
and the infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The publication is a video recording compilation of sequences from other sources. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct, as set out in s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. Several sequences explicitly depict activity involving urine in a sexual context 
and are intended to be sexually arousing. 

The publication also promotes and supports acts of torture and the infliction of extreme 
violence and extreme cruelty. It does this by presenting scenes of women being 
subjected to acts of extreme violence and cruelty, such that the activity is clearly 
torture. These depictions are presented solely for the spectacle of the viewer. 
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The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and 
democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and support 
matters such as acts of torture and the infliction of extreme violence and extreme 
cruelty. 
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
